The fervants of God by 
his grace do ſomething to his glory ; but Chriſt ſaith, Sine 
me nihil poteſtis facere, Without me ye. can do nothing, 
Foh.15.5. Pilate ſaith, I bave power to acquit, and1 
have power to condemn ;, but ſaith our Saviour, Thos could- 
eſt have wone at all, except it were given thee from above, 
Joh.19.11. . Tyrants are potent, not omaipotent z they 


kill the body, and there is their zl «lira, they have no 


more that they can do. © But when God hath killed, he hath 
power to caft ſoul and body into hell, T ſay unto you fear 
him, Luk.12. 4.5. 

Yer is not this power of God at any time derogatory to 
his holy Nature, 'or prejudiciall to any of his ſacred Attri- 
butes z ſo that ſome impoſſbillities are in the Almighty, 
as thus; he cannot die, he- cannot” le, he cannot do 
wrong : all which impoſſibillities are no defects, but per- 
teRions of his omnipotence.

poureſt contempt upon Princes, Fob 12. 21, No perſons 
or qualities areexempted; no time limited; the duty 1s pure- 


ly Catholick. Fear God. . 


. It now remaineth, that by way of examination the duty 
be brought home to our ſelves; that we may ſee how 


the fear of God hath been preſerved or neglected in our 


dayes. | 
There is much fear in the world ; too much fear of the 
world ; too little fear of God throughout the world : men 


_ fearing moſt, where no fearis; and not fearing, where their 


chief tear ſhould be. 

The covetous perſon fears, ſometimes that his goods 
will not fill his houſes; ſometimes that his houſes will 
not hold his goods,” and ſometimes leſt thieves break 
through and ſteal. There are his fears, 

The diſtruſtfull perſon fears, that God cannot atisfie the

wants of bis people z that he cannot ſend bread in plenty, - 


ſhould he make Windowes in Heaven; as that difftident 


Lord ſaid, 2 Xing. 7.2. There are his fears. 


+ The ingrofler of Corn fears Gods bleſſings ; he horri- 
bly derads a plenty ; that he ſhall- not make the Ephah 
Ha C75 
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that be ſhall nor buy the poor for ſilver, nor fell the refuge 
of his Wheat, Ames 8.5, 6. There's his fear. | | 

The prophane and diflolute perſon fears the eye of man, 
The adulterer watcheth for the twilight. The thief feareth 
publick juſtice, but makes no conſcience of private miſchief, 
The ſchiſmatick fears the tranquility of the Church and 
Nation. The heretick fears the propagation of the truth, 
The traytor fears the diſcovery ot his plot, that his pernici- 
ous counſel ſhall be deteated z and then with Achitophel he 
is ready to hang himſelf. 

The rebell tears any thing but God ; he fears his Con- 
federates, leſt they forſake him z and he fears good Sub- 
jects, leſt they ſuppreſs him. He fears not only the Re- 


ſtauration, bur even the gracious Pardon of his Soveraigne, 


though confirmed with Royal Signet and Sacrament, for 
having himſelf broken the bond of Loyalty, he thinks no- 
thing can tye Royalty, There's his fear. 

Here are many fears but Timor uns neceſ[arims, one 
fear is neceſlary z fear God. Had this fear been planted in 
mens hearrs, the other fears had never troubled their heads, 
The fear of the Lord i to hate evill, Prov. $. 13, Let that 
rule be the touchſtone for our times. 

Have we not (een finne march uncontrouled, with a 
Sword in its hand, to cut down them that Jaboured to cut 
down it © Hath not\the abomination of deſolation ſtood 
where it ought not ? Have not Churches been made Sta» 
bles for brute beaſts, by men worſe than beaſts < yea, we 
have ſeen the Houſe of God made a Den of Thieves, and 
all the pious devoted endowments gaped at, for to be de- 
voured at a morſe], by thoſe, who enlarged their deſires as 
Hell : for whom nothing but Hell it ſelf is large enough. 

Son of man haſt thou ſeen all theſe abominations* we bonk 
} cen 
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ſeen the blond of Innocents ſpilt as water upon rhe earth ; 
and men haled to Prifon, tortare and death, becauſe they 
made a conſcience of Gods Commandments : becauſe they 
did what the Text enjoyneth; Fear God and honour the King. 
We have ſeen the truth ſpoiled of her Garments, and 
her Robes given to falſhood to cloak her filthineſs , whileſt 
the maintainers of truth have been made as naked as her 
ſelf, We have ſeen humane Ordinances, the humours and 
devices of yain men, of ſo late a birth, that they merit not 
the name of Traditions,outvy the ſacred Word of God,By 
this it appeareth, there was little of the fear ofGod among us, 
Men made ſo machufe of Gods Name, that they had quite 
forgotten his Nature. Ifin the Prophet Feremzy's dayes, 
that Land mourned becauſe of Oaths, as he complained 
Feremy 2.3. 10. well might our Land mourn : whether 
we confider the cuſtomary and profane ſwearing, or the 


{ facrilegious, hypocritical, trayterous and (editions ſwear- 


ing, that hath been uſed amongſt us. Nor is it eafie to 
fy, whether profeſſed wickedneſs, or counterfeit holineſs, 
hath done moſt miſchief in our dayes, Againſt all theſe, 
the fear of God is a ſoveraign remedy, Fear none of their 
fears, but ſanRifie the Lord God in your hearts, &c. Tad. 
8.13. Thus the firſt part of the Text terminates in it ſelf: 
Fear God, | 
Now the fear of God being a ſafe guide, by direction 
thereof, let us proceed to that duty which is next to the 
fear of God , and that is, Hozour the King.

: How principally a foundation is required in a building, 
all men know ; andno men better than Mzchanicks : yet 
in the ſubverſion of Kings, who are the foundation of hu- 
mane ſocieties, none are more buſie than Mxchanicks, Ir 
would be conſidered, that to undermine the foundation, is 
ro ruine the whole building, and to ſupplant, the King is 
to undoe the people. So long as the foundation holds, the 
building, though decayed, may be repaired ; but to talk 
of a fair building, and yet to root out the foundation, is to 
build a Babel, to build Caſtles in the aire, They know not 
what they do, who ſtrike at this foundation; they bring an 
old houſe upon their heads, and confound the uniformity of 
political ſtructure, 

And yet in this building is a great difference from our 
edifices. Our foundations bear all the burthen of the Fa- 
brick; and are in themſelves neither glorious nor conſpi- 
cuous : But Kings, as their work is weighty, ſo their glo- 
ry is eminent above others, as Sauls ſtature above the peo- 
ple, by head andſhoulders. Þ 

Againin our buildings, the foundation is loweſt, and the 
building aſcending : Bur contrarywife, this is deſcending. 
The building is the people, the foundation of the people 
is the King ; and the foundition of the King is God ; And 
ſo the ground-work is laid in Heaven. Fear God, honour the 
Kine.

dage, untill God gave them ,thoſe to govern them, Tread 
indeed of one 1ſraelite, that oppoſed Moſes at the firſt; and 
be is ſaid to be one that did his neighbour wrong; Exod, 2. 
13, And it is no wonder, if they that have done their bre- 
thren wrong, - do not love to ſee a Prince or a Judge over 
them, £- | 

=, What honour God gave to Moſes, we fee Exod, 4. 16. 
faying unro him, Aaron ſhall be to thee inflead of a month; 
and thos ſhalt be to himinflead of God. A-Viceroy is next to 
2 King, and a Deputy-God is as high as a mortal can be, 
yea, he is. called plainly a King, Dent. 33. 5. He was King 
in Foſs.

The rule by Judges untill Samwe!, was not far from Re- 
gal Government ; far from popular,  1ſacl miſliked ir, 
and they did ill in it : nor that ſimply to deſire a King is 
evill, but their deſire of change. Had they then-been go- 
vern'd by Kings, after the manner of other Nations , they 
ſhonld have finned as much in ſeeking their removal : for 
God ſaith for each of his Vicegerents, as for Sammel, Non 
te ſed me, they have not rejected thee but me, 1 Sam, 
8. 7. | 

A generation of men isrifen.up of late, who would make 
people believe, that Monarchy is Aatichriſtian, char 
Kings are but Feoffees in truſt (torſooth) for the peoples 
pleaſures; and upon conceited misbehaviour, are to be 
tripped of Crown and Dignity, of liberty, life and all, 
andlots caſt for their garments. 

If this be the condition of Kings, what are ſlaves? to 
maintain this opinion, they haye nothing bur damnable 
preſumption, and treacherous combination. But the Spi- 
zit of God in his holy Word ſpeaks other language, telling 
ns, that God owns the Power even of wicked Kings, re- 
quiring our due obedience and peaceable ſubmiſſion. Gods 
lineſs is not effential to Soveraignty, though Piety is the 
greateſt glory of Soveraigns. Ic is notan inſeparable ac- 
cident, God called them his annoiated, who called not 
on him; and owned them for Kings, who owned not him 

for God. The Perfian Monarch Cyrus is called Gods an- 
noynted, Eſay 45.1. Dariel told the idolatrous King of 
Babylon, The God of Heaven hath given thee a Kingdome_s, 
Daz.2.37, And our Saviour hath ſaid'plainly, Tuwm ef reg- 
num, Thine i the kingdom, Mat, 6. And to lay truth, the 
people fell not from their duty to Princes, untill chey fell 
from the Lords Prayer, | wh 
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Thus it appears by the Scriptures, that Kings .are from 
God, quatenu Reges, as _ are Kings. Kings no Saints 
acelawtull Soveraignes as well as the beſt z their authority 
isfrom God, the abuſe af it from themſelves, Nor are 
Kings within the Church, leſs regal than thoſe withour. 
God forbid that they ſhould ſuffer an eclyple for being his 
ſervants. And as far beit from us to think, that Subjets 
enlightned with the knowledge of God, fhould comeſhort 
of Infidels in obedience, and plead priviledge againſt Gods 
Commandements. If the Spirit of God ſpeak fo highl 
and bonourably of heatheniſh Princes, by what ſpirit Goal 
they, who diſdainfully and diſpitefully open cheir mouths 
zpainſt their Chriſtian Kings * Surely it is a high obligation 
to the. Church of God, (how elſe comes it among the con- 
folatory promiſes £ ) when the Lord giveth Xings for nur- 
fing Fathers, and Queens for nurſing Mothers, Elay 49. 23.

A quatens ad omnem, from one King, as a King, unto 
every King, the conſequence maketh tor the honour of 
the King ; as well for Sau/ as for Dawid - as well for Ahab 
as Foſiah, God ſaw that there would ariſe rebellious gene- 
rations ; and therefore his Word hath left men withour 
excuſe, For in all the Book of God, ( wherein are preg- 
nant commands for the honour of Kings,) there is no dil- 
penſation for Subje&s dilobedience, in caſe of the Kings 
wickedneſs. Thoſe whom God makes Stewards over his - 
Houſhold, he leaves not to. the cenſure of the inferiour 
Servants, In caſe they fail of duty, he will ſeverely pu- 
niſh then»; bur to him only they ought to. ſtand or fall, 


The Old and New Teſtament accord, Samwelthe Prophet, "Nl 


and Peter the Apoſtle herein agree ; the people muſt honour 
the King. bY. | 

And it will indeed be hard to find a worſe King, than 
bim 40 whoſe time St. Peter lived. The man was Nero. 
Not to charge him with Heathenifm, or his common faults; 
take notice of theſe ſpecial enormities,; and grand offences, 
He murthered his own Mother Agrippina, his Wife 0t4- 
Viaz. his Brother Britannicus, and his Tufor Seneca ;, and 
at-laſt ſlew. himſelf; as is reported by Sxeronizs.- ' Under 
this Nero St. Paul was beheaded, and Sr. Peter the Pen- 
man of this Text, was crucified with his head downwards. 
Thus the object is plain. The King, becauſe King, muſt

and that is honour. And ſo we come to theduty : Henzonr 
the King. 


Honour] By this word is underſtood ſometimes, that 
general good behaviour , and ctvill -deportment which 
extendeth unto all men. So in the firſt words of the 
Verſe it is commanded, Honoxry all mem, But here it is ta- 
ken for a more ſpecial and excellent performance : Honour 
the King. 

Some perhaps, may think the firſt command enough, 
the: laſt ſuperfluous, But though all Kings be men, all 
men are not Kings. There is a general honour due to all 
men, and there 1s a ſpeciall honour due to Kings. Every

der ; order is made of inequalities. Parity tends to con- 


fuſion.

His piety towards God is viſible in his gracious, patient, 
and Chriſtian demeanour, throughout his Solitude, Expul- 
fion and Exile, In his childhood was he hurried by the fury 
of the- times, from his Royal Palace, to which he hath 
been as a ſtranger well nigh eighteen years. A great part 
of which time he hath been_conſtrained to dwell among 2 
people of a ſtrange language, . a more ſtrange Religion ſo 
that. he well might ſay, Woe « me that I am pay ts 
dwcl} in Meſech. 'To what diſtreſles of ſoul, as well as of 
body and fortunes his ſacred Perfon was expoſed, -is nor 
poſlible for us to conceive.

But bleſſed be God who hath kept him, 
By the grace of God- he-is that he is, Celum non animum 
mutat, Hereturns more ſtrictly united:unto his pious Prin» 
 Ciples, refined by his afflictions, and conſecrated through 
his Sufferings unto bis Regall Office. . He enters into his 
earthly, as Chriſt entred into his heavenly Kingdome

Again, Honour the King, for his clemency toward his 
people, And this bis goodneſs is ſupra hominem, above 
the nature of man, He graciouſly offers Pardon, befote the 
Land had grace to Petition for it, He pardons many, who 
injured both his Royall Father and himſelf, defiring to 
make his people #»o ore Britannos, proteſting his diſlike 
againſt all opprobrious terms of diſtin&tion z being tender of 
their honour and reputation, who were no way ſparing of 
his. Thus he requites good for evill 4 not infiſting apon 
vindication of his injuries , nor exempting. any Perfotis 
from Pardon, but thoſe whom the Parliament ſhall except. 
And they, that out of couſciouſneſs of their crimes, dare 
not appear. before that moſt indifferent Court z will find 
but few to plead for them, -Let not them now blame the 
King, but themſelves, for the difquier of their fouls, When 
they tollowed pernicious Conſels, and purſued unwarrants- 
ble actions, they ſhould have fore-thoughrt of the and 
hazard, But ſurely,many men ſecing'no Kingin the to 
be honoured ; thought there was no God in the world tobe 
feared. 

That gracious King, - who with fo-tender affeQtion can 
look upon ſo undeſervinga people, muſt needs have agreat 
ſtock of goodneſs, He _— who ought to be obeyed, 
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and intreats that there may be no more effuſion of blog: 
Et patrio pater efſe met, proborz may he ſay, 'As Solomon 
[ 1 Kings 3.27. ] knew her to be the true Mother of the 
Child, whoa had rather loſe her right in it, than have it gi- 
vided by the Sword : So may he be knowa to be the true 
Father of the Countrey. Bonws paſtor carat oves, They 
good ſhepheard loveth his ſheep ; - but they whoſe own the 
theep are not, care tor nothing but to fleece and flay them: 
of which we have had wofull experience. Then, Fear God and

aiv, Hoxour the Xing ; becauſe the King is the foun- 


tain of all that honour, peace, plenty, and proſperity, which 
ina due proportion, is derived unto every member of the 
Nation, both in Church and State. Since we had counters

1ous Reſtauration, How oftea hath he been ecchoed

"their King. How often hath the Royal Poſterity been re- 
nounced by the pretended Authority of this Nation « And 
after all this behold the King ruleth even in the midſt of 
his enemies, The ſame ſtone which the builders refuſed, is 
become Caput Anguli, Caput Anglie. This i the Lords do- 
ing, and it is marvellous in our eyes. Itis the Lords doing 
_ Plainly; for where are thoſe proud enemies, that boaſted

And which is yet more wonderfull, the 
good King hath conquered many of his enemies, and made 
them his friends, by the power of his own goodneſs : the 
greateſt conqueſt, that ever King gained over diſobedient 
Sujecs, except the Victory of Chriſt Fefus, Alas, yyil- 
liam the Conqueror did but conquer the bodies; but our 
eracious King hath conquered the hearts and ſouls of the 
Nation. A ſtrong argument, that his wayes pleaſe God; 
becauſe ſo many of his enemies become his friends. 

' It was the advice of his glorious dying Father, thathe 
ſhould-labour to be Charles the Good, rather than Charles 
the Great ; and he told him, that the time would come, 
when many of his great adverſaries ſhould be fmicten with 
remorſe of conſcience z and make all poſſible demonſtra» 
tion of their Loialty unto him the Son.

The obſervation of this great work may ferve to im- 
print in onr hearts, the fear of God, and the honour of the 
King ; and make usever think upon that advice of King 
Solomon, Prov. 24.21, My ſon, fear thou the Lord and the 
King, and meddle not with thers that are given to change ; 
for their calamity ſhall riſe ſuddenly, This Scripture hath 
been fulfilled in our dayes. We have ſeen thoſe that nei- 
ther fear God nor the King z and chat loved nothing but 
changes; a generation of Changelings, And their calami- 

is come upon them ſuddenly ; fo ſuddenly chat they 


reſaw it not. Sudden was their Riſe, and more ſudden 
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G was their Fall, Children remember the beginnipg of their 
d glory ; and old men have lived to ſee an end of it, What 
d profit then will it be to any man to follow the like courſes.
